The rollowing Act of Parliament receded the assent of the President 
on the 30th November, 1972, and is hereby published for general informa¬ 
tion:— 

THE CENTRAL SALES TAX (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1972 

No, 61 OF 1972 

[30th Novemhei\ 1972] 

An Act further to amend the Central Sales Tax Acf, 1056. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Central Sales Tax (Amendment) short 

Act, 1972. title 

and 

(2) This section and sub-section (1) of section 14 shall come into force ^om- 
at once and the remaining provisions of this Act shall come into force 
on such date as the Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, appoint, 

2. In section 6 of the Central Sales Tax Act , 1956 (hereinafter referred Ainrnd- 

to as the principal Act),— mentof 

section 6, 

(a) in sub-scction (1), after the words "'on all soles”, the words 
'*of goods other than electrical energy” shall be inserted; 

( 873 ) 
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(b) for sub-section (2 ), the following sub-section shall be substi- 
uted, namely:— 

‘*(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1) 
or sub-section (lA), where a sale of any goods in the course of 
intcr-State trade or commerce has either occasioned the move¬ 
ment of such goods from one Slate to another or has been effec¬ 
ted by a transfer of documents of title to such goods during 
their movement from one State to another, any subsequent sale 
during such movement effected by a transfer of documents of 
title to such goods,— 

(A) to the Government, or 

(B) to a registered dealer other than the Government^ 
if the goods are of the description referred to in sub-section 
(3) of section 8, 

shall be exempt from tax under this Act: 

Provided that no such subsequent sale shall be exempt from 
tax under this sub-section unless the dealer effecting the sale 
furnishes to the prescribed authority in the prescribed manner 
and within the prescribed time or within such further time as 
that authority may, for sufficient cause, permit,— 

(a) a certiheafe duly filled and sighed by the registered 
dealer from whom the goods were purchased containing the 
prescribed particulars in a prescribed form obtained from 
the prescribed authority; and 

(b) if the subsequent sale is made— 

(i) to a registered dealer, a declaration referred to 
in clause (a) of sub-section (4) of section 8, or 

(u) to the Government, not being a registered 
dealer, a certificate referred to in clause (b) of sub¬ 
section (4) of section 8; 

Provided further that it shall not be necessary to furnish the 
declaration or the certificate referred to in clause (b) of the 
preceding proviso in respect of a subsequent sale of goods if,— 

(a) the sale or purchase of such goods is, under the sales 
tax law of the appropriate Slate, exempt from tax generally 
or is subject to tax generally at a rate which is lower than 
three per cent, (whether called a tax or fee or by any other 
name); and 

(b) the dealer effecting such subsequent sale proves to 
the satisfaction of the authority referred to in the preceding 
proviso that such sale is of the nature referred to in clause 
(A) or clause (B) of tWs sub-section”.

reason of sale, the burden of proving that the movement of those olaimed

goods was so occasioned shall be on that dealer and for this purpose 
he may furnish to the assessing authority, within the prescribed than by 
time or within such further time as that authority may, for sufficient way of 
cause, permit, a declaration, duly filled and signed by the principal 
officer of the other place of business, or his agent or principal, as the 
case may be, containing the prescribed particulars in the prescribed 
form obtained frcjm the prescribed authority, along with the evidence 
of despatch of such goods. 

(2) If the assessing authority is satisfied after, making such 
inquiry as he may dc^m necessary that the particulars contained in 
the declaration furnished by a dealer under sub-section (I) are true, 
he may, at the time of, or at any time before, the assessment of the 
tax payable by the dealer under this Act, make an order to that effect 
and thereupon the movement of goods to which the declaration relates 
shall be deemed for the purposes of this Act to have been occasioned 
otherwise than as a result of sale. 


Explanation .—In this section, ‘'assessing authority”, in relation to 
ai dealer, means the authority for the time being competent to assess 
the tax payable by the dealer under this Act.\

(3G) The authority granting a certificate of registration 
may, on application by the dealer to whom it has been granted, 
order the refund of any amount or part thereof deposited by the 
dealer by way of security under this section, if it is not required 
for the purposes of this Act.

1956, when any private company is wound up after the commence- * 
ment of this Act, and any tax assessed on the company under this 
Act for any period, whether before or in the course of or after its 
liquidation, cannot be recovered, then, every person who was 
a director of the private company at any time during the period for 
which the tax is due shall be jointly and severally liable for the pay¬ 
ment of such tax unless he proves that the non-recovery cannot be 
attributed to any gross neglect, misfeasance or breach of duty on his 
part in relation to the affairs of the company.’. 

14. (1) The principal Act, as in force on the 5th day of August, 1971, 

IS hereby extended to, and shall be in force in, the Kohima and Mokok- 
chung districts in the State of Nagaland. 

(2) The amendments made to the principal Act by this Act shall come 
into force in the Kohima and Mokokchung districts in the State of Naga¬ 
land on the date -on which this sub-section comes into force. 


15. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in any judgment, decree 
or order of any court or other authority to the contrary, any assessment, 
re-assessment, levy or collection of any tax made or purporting to have 
been made, any action or thing taken or done in relation to such assess¬ 
ment, rc-assessment, levy or collection under the provisions of the princi¬ 
pal Act before the commencement of this section shall be deemed to be 
as valid and effective as if such assessment, re-assessment, levy or col¬ 
lection or action or thing had been made, taken or done under the prin¬ 
cipal Act as amended by clause of section 11 and clause (a) of sec¬ 
tion 12 of ^this Act, and accordingly— 

(a) all acts, proceedings or things done or action taken by the 
State Government or by any other officer of the State Government 
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or by any other authority in connection with the assessment, re¬ 
assessment, levy or collection of such tax shall, for all purposes, be 
deemed to be and to have always been done or taken In accordance 
with law; 

(b) no suit or other proceedings shall be maintained or conti¬ 
nued in any court or before any authority for the refund of any such 
tax; and 

(c) no court shall enforce any decree or order directing the re¬ 
fund of any such tax. 

(2) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that nothing in 
sub-section (1) shall be construed as preventing any person— 

(a) from questioning in accordance with the provisions of the 
principal Act, as amended by this Act, the assessment, re-assessment, 
levy or collection of such tax for any period, or 

(b) from claiming refund of any tax paid by him in excess of the 
amount due from him under the principal Act as amended by this 
Act.
